Major  construction  on  Amanda 
Knight  Hall,  new  women’s  dormi- 
tory, was  completed  last  week,  as 
I.,oui5  De  Young,  Salt  Lake  City 
contractor,  and  a large  crew  of 
carpenters  finished  their  work  on 
the  building  Friday.  There  remains 
only  that  part  of  the  work  provid- 
ed for  in  sub-contracts,  including 
painting  and  electrical  work. 

In  eacli  of  the  forty-five  student 
rooms,  carpenters  have  installed 
hardwood  floors  of  oak  as  well  as 
"built  in”  wardrobes,  which  in- 
cludes a case  of  drawers,  hanging 
and  shelving  space,  and  shoe  racks. 
.All  doors,  framings,  and  mould- 
ings are  of  oak  and  have  been  stain- 
ed with  aluminum  paint  to  give  a 
faint  greyish  appearance  to  the  na- 
tural lines  and  color  of  the  wood. 

Iron  railings  have  been  installed 
on  all  stairways.  The  starways  are 
constructed  of  reinforced  concrete 
with  metal  nosings. 

.All  electrical  work  is  expected  to 
be  finished  within  a few  days,  and 
the  painting  crew  has  completed 
most  of  their  work  on  the  first  floor 
of  the  building. 

“We  are  pleased  with  the  rapid 
rate  of  construction”,  it  was  com- 
mented this  week  by  Keifer  B. 
Sauls,  secretary  to  the  president  and 
purchasing  agent  of  the  university. 
“It  appears  that  the  dormitory  may 
be  in  operation  not  later  than  the 
beginning  of  the  spring  quarter.”

Gregor  Piatigorsky  Pleases  Local  Audience  With  Cello

To  say  he  was  superb  would  be 
incompetent!  To  say  the  audience 
was  well-satisfied  would  be  an  un- 
derestimate! But  no  one  present  at 
the  Gregor  Piatigorsky  concert 
Monday  evening  left  without  the 
feeling  that  Provo  had  been  sub- 
jected to  the  presence  of  a master 
and  had  listened  to  the  touch  of 
genius  as  he  forced  the  bow  on  the 
strings  of  his  cello. 

If  the  critique  offered  by  the 
Tabernacle  audience  Monday  can 
be  considered  a fair  estimate  of 
what  America  thinks  of  his  per- 
formances, then  America  likes  him 
as  well  as  Piatigorsky  likes  it.  For 
his  remarks  concerning  touring  the 
U.  S.  were  very  flattering.  He 
seems  to  like  it  better  than  Europe 
although  he  reftised  to  be  definite 
about  it.  Touring  here  is  much 
easier,  he  said. 

Touring  Ten  Years 

.America  has  applauded  this  great 
artist  steady  since  1937.  his  able 
pianist,  Valentin  Pavlovsky  told  re- 
porters after  the  performance. 
Pavlovsky  has  been  with  the  cellist 
steadily  during  this  period  and  was 
with  him  10  years  ago  when  he 
made  his  first  appearances  in  this 
country  drulng  the  1929-30  season. 

Mr.  Piatigorsky  has  experienced 
what  is  known  as  a “meteoric  ca- 


reer." .At  the  age  of  15  his  most 
remarkable  talent  was  revealed  in 
his  choice  as  first  cellist  of  Imperial 
Opera  at  Moscow.  He  was  later 
chosen  first  cellist  of  the  Berlin 
Philharmonic,  where  Furtwaengler 
gave  him  the  notice  due  him  and 
sent  him  toward  the  heights  he  now 
has  attained. 


Nothing  yet  said  about  this  vir- 
tuoso and  his  singing  cello  is 
enough.  And  his  charm  in  the  ac- 
ceptance of  the  heavy  and  enthusi- 
astic applause  was  a thrill  rarely 


experienced  so  generally  by  so 
large  an  audience.  His  unaffected 
naiveness  in  the  satisfaction  deriv- 
ed from  the  audience’s  understand- 
ing of  his  studied  and  broken  Eng- 
lish was  a real  pleasure. 

“Fire  Dance”  Liked 
One  of  his  best  liked  renditions 
was  his  last  encore,  "Fire  Dance” 
by  Fritz  Krelsler.  Some  difficult 
bowing  was  .necessary,  but  the 
light  and  staccato  melody  proved 
very  effective.  The  program  Piati- 
gorsky offered  was  a well-balanced 
one  from  the  melancholy  of  "Sona- 
ta” from  Handel  to  the  taunting 
melody  of  “Oriental”  by  Karjinsky 
and  his  conclusion  with  the  lively 
rhythmic  “Fire  Dance.”  His  own 
composition.  “Scherzo”,  was  well- 
accepted  and  revealed  his  ability  at 
composing  as  well  as  his  excellent 
interpreting  ability. 

The  success  of  some  of  the  num- 
bers was  due  in  a great  part  to 
the  pianist.  Two  outstanding  ex- 
amples of  this  were  “Sonatine” 
from  Mozart  after  which  the  ap- 
plause was  as  great  as  any  yet 
given  to  a B.Y.U.  lyceum  this 
school  year  and  “Oriental.” 

This  great  artist,  Piatigorsky, 
W'as  honored  very  often  with  sec- 
onds of  silence  following  an  inspir- 
ing rendition. 


Four  faculty  members,  led  by 
Dr.  Alonzo  J.  Morley,  associate 
professor  of  speech,  will  be  includ- 
ed in  the  cast  of  "The  Merchant  of 
Venice,”  presented  as  the  annual 
Shakespearean  play  produced  this 
year  by  the  Utah  Beta  Chapter  of 
Theta  Alpha  Phi,  national  dramatic 
fraternity,  it  was  announced  Tues- 
day by  Ralph  Ungermann,  presi- 
dent. 

The  part  of  Shylock,  the  leading 
role  of  the  play,  will  be  played  by 
Dr.  Morley,  who  has  given  many 
fine  performances  in  past  dramatic 
productions  at  the  university.  He 
will  be  remembered  as  taking  the 
lead  in  “Bill  of  Divorcement,” 
which  played  tw'o  years  ago.  Other 
plays  in  which  he  received  recog- 
nition include  “The  Bad  Man”  and 
"Mrs.  Moonlight.”

Cougars  Upset  Buffalos  35-34  Y Invades  Colorado  For  Two  Games 


Ralph  Crowton 
Leads  Mates 
To  Thrilling  Win 

Sweeping  forward  like  an  irre- 
sistable  parrie  cyclone,  a fighting 
Brigham  Young  university  basket- 
ball team  roared  from  behind  in 
the  last  seconds  of  play  to  accom- 
plish the  impossible  — a 35  - 34  vic- 
tory over  Colorado  university’s 
“wonder  team”  — Saturday  in  the 
Women’s  gym. 

It  was  big,  deadly-shooting  Ralph 
Crowton  that  brought  his  team  to 
within  a single  point  of  its  previous 
unbeaten  opponents  and  then  un- 
corked a sensational  shot  from  the 
side  of  the  court  out  past  the  foul 
line  that  won  the  game  for  the 
Cougars. 

Crowton  Hero 

That  one  shot  transformed  the 
2,500  screaming  fans  into  a happy, 
hysterical  mob  that  flooded  the 
floor  and  packed  Crowton  and  his 
teammates  from  the  floor  in  a dem- 
onstration that  has  seldom  been 
equaled  at  Young  U. 

The  game  was  one  of  the  most 
thrilling  ever  seen  on  the  historic 
Women’s  gym  since  Elwood  Rom- 
ney beat  Wyoming  for  the  cham- 
pionship a number  of  years  ago. 

Ralph  Crowton’s  name  will  go 
near  the  top  of  the  list  of  “Y’ 
greats  for  his  epic  performance  last 
week.  He  nearly  defeated  the  Buffs 
single-handed,  scoring  24  of  his 
teams  35  points  as  well  as  turning 
in  a remarkable  passing  , id  de- 
fensive game. 

Crowton  kept  his  team  in  the 
running  throughout  the  game  with 
his  uncanny  shooting  that  nearly 
matched  the  scoring  of  the  Colo- 
rado squad.  The  Buffs  forged  ahead 
in  the  early  stages  of  the  game  and 
then  bagged  a few  field  goals  just 
before  the  half-time  gun  to  take  a 
26-18  lead. 

Great  Strategy 

It  was  during  the  half  iIjH  Coach 
Eddie  Kimball  and  his  assistant, 
Floyd  Millet,  played  their  ace.  In- 
stead of  sending  their  players  out 
on  the  floor  using  the  zone  defense 
that  Colorado  had  apparently  fath- 
omed, they  switched  to  a loose, 
man-for-man  defense  that  complete- 
ly baffled  the  Buffs  who  had,  in 
the  meantime,  received  instructions 
from  Coach  Frosty  Cox  on  how  to 
break  up  the  pack  guarding. 

The  results  prove  the  wisdom  of 
the  move.  The  second  half  defense 
limited  the  visitors  to  eight  points 
and  enabled  the  “Y“  to  come  from 
behind  to  take  the  game. 

Both  teams  counted  14  field 
goals.  The  Cougars  had  the  lead 
only  once  but  that  was  enough  to 
win  the  game.  Young  Y had  17 
foul  tries  and  made  seven  of  them; 
Colorado  had  nine  tries  and  made 
6. 

The  entire  “Y"  team  turned  in  a 
sparkling  performance,  passing  and 
guarding  as  they  never  have  before. 
It  was  Crowton’s  night  to  shine 
and  the  players  continually  fed 
him  the  ball — he  always  came 
through.

Millet  Urges  Track 
Team  To  Start 
Immediate  Training 

With  basketball  season  only  at 
the  halfway  mark,  Brigham  Young 
university  this  week  started  prep- 
aration for  the  spring  track  season 
with  a meeting  for  all  track  men  at 
which  Coach  Floyd  Millet  took 
equipment  measurements  and  out- 
lined training  plans.  Fifty-six  cin- 
der-men applied  for  siuts. 

Coach  Millet  stressed  the  im- 
portance of  early  training.  He  an- 
nounced that  the  gymnasium  would 
be  used  for  training  purposes  until 
weather  permitted  outside  work- 
outs. He  advised  every  track  man 
to  be  in  shape  by  the  first  of 
March,  so  that  he  could  start  di- 
rectly into  specializing  on  his  events 
without  spending  two  or  three 
weeks  then  to  get  in  condition. 

.\mong  those  included  in  the 
meeting  were  two  new  athletes 
who  have  already  proven  to  be 
champion  tracksters.  One  was  Haf- 
en  Leavitt  who  astonished  confer- 
ence track  fans  two  years  ago  by 
throwing  the  javelin  for  a distance 
of  207  feet.  Leavitt  returned  to 
school  this  quarter  after  being  ab- 
sent for  a year.  The  other  was  By- 
ron Wodland  who  established  state 
high  school  records  for  two  suc- 
cessive years  in  the  mile  event.  He 
is  rated  as  one  of  the  best  milers 
to  ever  appear  at  the  Provo  school. 
He  is  a junior  but  was  out  of  com- 
petition last  year  because  of  irieli- 
gibility.
